EFFECT OF TUB DECISION. 


Chicago Tribune: As a result of the 


decision of the United States circuit 
court in Boston yesterday, in which the 
Berliner telephone patent was declared 
void, there is a. strong possibility that 
the rental of telephones in Chicago will 
be reduced at least one-half. Accordin, 
to the officers of the Harrison Interna- 
tional Telephone company, a rival of the 
Bell company, that organization has al- 
ready secured over 11,000 subscribers in 
Chicago alone. The annual rental to be 
charged by the Harrison people will 
amount to less than half that now 
charged by the Bell company, The deci- 
sion yesterday enables the Harrison peo- 
ple, so the officers say, to begin operations 
at once. For the last year the Harrison 
company has been quietly at work in Chi- 
cago and other large cities in the United 
States arranging its plans to begin oper- 
ations when the decision regarding the 
Berliner patent was rendered. It is un 
del-stood that the Harrison company has 
purchased the famous "Bacon Com 
pressed Air" ordinance and that it wil 
use it as a means of extending its wires 
throughout the city. If this be true 
there ia every reason to believe the day 
for exorbitant charges for telephones ii 
at an end.

Senator Morrill, of Vermont, now in 


his eighty-fifth year, yet strong and 
bright, full of the experience which 
comes with age, a few days since, while 
reporting some Populist bills from the 
committee on finance unfavorably made 
a speech in which he laid bare the folly 
and -vagaries of the Populist party.

Some minor political parlies come and 


;o like thoeo diseases which afflict no- 
8ody but one. Such parties, usually 
destitute of constitutional principles, are 
ephemeral. A recent example of such 
ephemera, advertised with as much 
technical veracity as any patent medi- 
cine, is the "Populist," and leading 
astray many good men, appears to have 
politically pockmarked ana discredited 
two or three of our sister states, but the 
grotesquoness of its face is likely to 
prove a deterrant against its further 
domination. Short-lived partisans, fer- 
tile in the invention and swift in the 
repetition of dorogatorj slander, aim by 
its uses to defame and defeat those who 
happen to be in possession of the public 
confidence. By this class of growlers 
splenetic charge is made that pi eat 
wealth has been wrongly distributed— 
especially to senators. From tho loud 
bruymg of long-eared political donkeys 
many have supposed the senate of the 
United States was a selected body of 
millionaires, when, perhaps, not more 
two or three of its eighty odd members 
have any valid title to that much-envied 
epithet or opprobrium, It is also to bo 
feared we are overstocked with amnteur 
cobblers, ongor in every emergency to 
bring out from the profound recesses of 
thoir vest pockets reody-mnde constitu- 
tional 
amendments 
adapted, 
whon 


slightly lubricated, to their own peculiar 
circumstances. * * * 


I do not imagine that any political 


party long exists without somo defects, 
and one of the highest dnties of its 
members should be some effort to cure 
such defects and make tho party to 
which they have, on tho whole, the 
greatest affinity an ideal political asso- 
ciation. True, wo do not 
BOO ourselves 


as others see us, and our vision of the 
mottis in any brother's eyo is much 
sharpened by the light of the party torch 
hold in the hand. The chief potency of 
third parties is destructive of the rue 
of majority, and however eccentric the 
measures of a third party may be they 
are apt to be tolerated by some greater 
parly, though in the majority, in order 
to conquer the majority. 
Thus the 


smallest of threo parties may sometimes 
impose decrees upon the country which 
no other party holds itself responsible 
for.

In an eng-age- 
ment with Fort Macon in 1862 steam 
sloop Mohican; on special service in 
1863. He was then ordered to the west 
fulf blockading squadron in which he 
commanded the Chocuro and the Port 
Koyal; he-took part in the battle of 
Mobile Bay, August 5, 1864,-in tho lat- 
ter vessel. He next commanded 
the 


Pequotin the North Atlantic squadron, 
until the close of the war. He was 
commissioned commander July 25, I860, 
and was stationed at Philadelphia, at 
the naval rendezvous and tho navy 
yard until 1870. Ho then toolc com- 
mand of the Jamestown in the Pacific, 
end of tho receiving ship Indcpendcuco 
at Mare Island after leaving-tho James- 
town. 


He was commissioned captain in No- 


vember, 1874, and commanded the flag- 
ship Pensocola. In 1884 during1 his 
leave of absence he was promoted 
commodore. In 1884-5 he served ou tho 
board of examiners for promotion. His" 
promotion as rear admiral dates from 
August, 1887, wlien he was ordered to 
command the navy yard at New York. 
In 1839 he was ordered to the command 
of the North Pacific station. He had

COEN CHOP IS ILLINOIS. 


A Big Average Yield Except in the 


Southern Division. 


The report ol crop correspondents in 


Illinois, received at the office of the sec. 
rotary of state board of agriculture, un- 
der date of December 1, confirm the re- 
ports made on August 1, which were to 
the effect that this main crop of Illinois 
WBB not so seriously damaged by the 
drouth as many persona feared. 


The area of the crop planted. 6,705?-' 


476 acres, is the greatest since 1889, and 
exceeds the 1893 area by nearly 300,000 
ocres. Of this area 3,000,900 acres were 
in Northern Illinois, 2,709,500 acres in 
Control Illinois, and 986,900 in the south- 
ern division of the state. The average 
yield per acre of thirty one bushels is 
larger than in 1892 and '1893, In the 
northern division of the state thirty-one 
bushels per acre was the average yield 
and in the central division thirty five 
bushels, while in southern Illinois only 
eighteen bushels per acre was harvested. 


The total yield of 205,637,000 bushels 


for 1894 is 37,949,000 larger than the 
yield of 1893. 
The increased yield in 


Northern Illinois in 1894 amounted to 
17,638,000 bushels and in Central Illinois 
to 22,900,000, but in the southern division 
of the state there was a decrease of 
2,->89,000 bushels, compared with last 
year. Great damage was done to the 
crop in that section by chinch bugs, 
which invaded the corn fields and wheat 
harvest. The drouth was also i 
aovere in this portion of the state. 


While the quality of the corn this 


year is very near in average in both 
Northern and Central Illinois, being 
and 95 per cent respectively, in Southern 
Illinois it is quito inferior, being but 70 
per cent of an average. 
The same 


CQUBOS which reduced the yield also 
lowered the quality. 
The long, dry 


autumn was excellent for ripening ace 
harvesting corn, and but little immature 
or soft or rotten corn is reported,

mocked out. He fought a game fight, 
but was never in the contest. Lavigne 
'ought fair but furious and deserved 
the victory. 


BOWEN MAY DIE, 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 14.—Bowen was 


carried limp and senseless from Ike ring 
by his seconds to a room whore Drs. 
Finney, Sehupeit and Hanan failed to 
bring him to. There was a great excite- 
ment in the man's room, with tho fear 
that he was about to die entertained by 
all present. Dr. Hannau, who has had 
much practice in conditions of this kind, 
said that Bowen was evidently suffering 
from concussion of the brain.

The uncle wouldn't do it, so McCauley 
took his horse one night and left. While 
trying to sell it at Decatur next day he 
was arrested.
